The warrant from Washington on 
| which he was deported asserted tinat 
jhe was subject to deportation because 
|he had never been legally admitted / 
as a resident of this country, and be- 
cause he was “liable to become a pub. 
lic charge because of criminal ten- 
| dencies.” 

Taken into custody by immigration 
| Officials more than a monta ago, 
Ecrement was released on a $10,000 
bond pending tnvestigation of his 
status. Three weeks ago the bond 
was revoked and Ecrement confined 
on Etiis Island.

Conditions in Canada are diffi- 
cult and dangerous, at the present 
time, These conditions have ad- 
inittedly been reached under an| 
autocratic administration of the| 
functions of government. The ex-| 
cuse existed while the war lasted. 
But the war is over and the auto- 
cratic administration continues, 
And the results continue as be. 
fore. There could be a beneficient 
tyranny. Such a thing may have 
been some where and at some 
time. 

But, judged by results, the tyr- 
anny that was imposed on Canada 
under pretence of war necessity | 
was not beneficent then, It is less | 
beneficent now. | 

The policy of the new premier 
has been declared. It is a con- 
tinuation of the old policy. There 
is no promise or suggestion of 
betterment. The policy of injus- 
tice—of tyranny—is made _pos- 
sible by the fact of usurpation, of 
disregard of the fundamental prin- 
ciples upon which democracy is 
founded, as expressed in British 
constitutional right.

|GRASSHOPPERS AT LETHBRIDGE 
BE. H. Strickland, entomologist, Leth- 

bridge, in Lethbridge News, Aug 9: 

“It is improbable that very much 
more bait will be used for grasshop- 
pers tnis season. All of the most de- 
structive species have been flying for 
more than two weeks, and are now 
| becoming generally scattered through 
the fields. Such damage as they may 
now be doing is not very evident. If 
the season remains dry until harvest 
there may be a little feeding on tne 
|heads, in addition to some beheading 
of wheat. This danger has been large- 
ly reduced throughout the infested 
territory by the excellent work (tat 
has been done by the majority of far- 
mers in killing off the young hoppers, 
in and around their fields, thereby not 
only saving their own crops, but also 
reducing the number of winged speci- 
mens that are now scattering uni- 
formly throughout the country. There 
| are neglected fields, however, in which 
‘the hoppers have removed every blade 
from the plants leaving only the straw 
and the head. It is tmpossiblte for 
‘this grain to fill. Nearly al! of this 
}damage was done by young hoppers, 
{before they had their wings, and it 
}eould have been avoided by the appli- 
cation of a little poison to the edxes 
of the field early in the season. Some 
‘aundred téns of poison- 
ed bait has been used in Southern 
Alberta this summer, and !t is prob- 


killed at least 50 grasshoppers. 
some of the early poisoning of young 
hoppers, when they were st!ll crowded 
together on the head!ands, we know 
that a single handful has killed over 
4,000 of them. 

There are stil], however, far more 
;j hoppers in many districts taan there 
were this time last year, and we do 
not See any very definite prospects

One is located at Fort Smith 
and the other at Fort Simpson, a dia- 
tance of five hundred and fifty miles 
from each other, The wives of the 
Anglican missionaties at Hay River 
and Scenic, fortunately, are trained 
murses and give a great amount of aid 
to sufferers, 

With the prospects of a greater 
mumber of white people entering the 
country and with the present apparent 
great need, jt js the opinion of Generel 
Turner that hospitals should be estab- 
lished at every fort, these in order 
partioulanly to care for the old and the 
destitute.
